Gen. Rafael Reyes, president of the United 
States of Colombia, has his troubles also. 
Re­ 
ports received at Washington tell of a revolu­ 
tionary outbreak against his government iu the 
vicinity of Rio Hacha, a seaport on the Carri- 
bean. 
Gen. Iguaran is said to !;e the leader in 
the revolt and to have aspirations of his own 
turned iii the direction of the presidency. 
Should the revolt turn out serious enough 
to lose Gen. Reyes his place the loss would 
be more Colombia’s than his. 
For if Porfirio 
Diaz may be called the George Washington of 
Mexico, then Reyes may with equal reason be 
termed the Diaz of Colombia. 
The present un­ 
rest in that republic was first noticed a month 
or so ago. when Reyes sought the ratification 
of a triangular treaty between Colombia. Pana­ 
ma and the Unitod States. 
Now, ever since Uncle Sam sliced a piece off 
one side of Colombia and made it into the republic of Panama, the mention 
of the little canal government has not been popular in Colombia. 
And the 
public would not enthuse over any treaty with Panama and Uncle Sam to­ 
gether, not even to please Gen. Reyes. 
Reyes became president in 1904. being elected almost unanimously wit! 
out regard to partisan divisions. 
He has been 
the best ruler the country 
ever 
had. As a soldier 
he gained his rank of general by leading a little 
army, practically made up of his own employes on his estate, over to Pana 
ma back in 18S5 aud licking the daylights out of a revolutionary army. 
As 
a litterateur, linguist, man of the world, diplomat, he is entitled to high rank. 
He is, moreover, a scientist and an explorer. 
To him the world owes its 
knowledge of the interior of South America, a sealed land until he explored 
it w ith a little party, of whom one brother was killed and eaten by cannibals, 
another brother died of fever, a nephew was killed by a tiger and Reyes 
came out alone alive. 
W ithin a year after he became president he had cut the standing army 
down just one-half, increased the public revenues nearly IOO per cent., gave 
the national treasury tho first surplus it had known for 25 years and taken 
over for the country a monopoly in the cigarettes, brandy, emeralds and 
salt. 
He cut down the taxes, raised the customs, opened the schools, set 75 
per cent, of the army at work making roads, checked disease and boosted 
business. 
Before coming to the presidency Gen. Reyes had been minister at most of 
the important European capitals and to the United States. 
He has been 
the target for attempted assassins since 1904. 


GRANITE MOUNTAIN QUARRIES 


Texas Deposit Could Supply 
United 
States for 200 Years, It 
Is Said. 


MADE

The Granite mountain quarries at 
Granite Mountain, Tex., are said to be 
the largest in the world. 
During the 
last 20 years there have been shipped 
from these quarries 250,000 carloads 
of granite, averaging 50,000 pounds 
per car. 
The removal of this 
enor 
mous quantity is hardly noticeable. It 
appears as if children had been play­ 
ing around the mountain’s base and 
had chipped off a few pieces of stone, 
The mountain covers IOO acres and if 
200 feet in height.

Frank’s promotion is a source of gratification to his Holland 
friends who are legion. 


A R O U SES H O T C R IT IC IS M 


Rev. Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, rabbi of Sinai 
temple in Chicago, has caused a stir again. This 
time he has called down upon his head the an­ 
athemas of the American colonies of Russian 
Jews by his declaration in the course of a ser­ 
mon from his pulpit that the United States 
government should take steps to prevent the 
wholesale immigration of Russian Jews into 
this country. 
Referring to them as “poor, ig­ 
norant people,” he asserts that Russia should 
be compelled, by an awakening of the world, 
to keep them at home while she gives them an 
opportunity to secure 
an 
education. 
“If they 
must 
emigrate,” 
he 
adds, “let them 
go 
to 
Mesopotamia, near Palestine, where a commu­ 
nity of their own people is to be formed.” 
The effect of Dr. Hirsch’s suggestion in 
some quarters may be easily imagined. 
In New York men like Coroner 
Julius Harburger, Judge Otto Rosalsky, Supreme Court Justices Greenbaum 
and Erlanger, are especially indignant. 
Dr. Hirsch is ranked as one of the most able, scholarly, eloquent and 
public-spirited churchmen of his faith in America. 
He is of the Reform 
Jewish church, and his admirers include men of all races, creeds and classes. 
Some time since he stirred up a small tempest by declaring his willingness 
to marry a Jew to a Gentile under some conditions, and by defending such 
unions. 


Quarries at Granite 
Mountain, Tex 


tends into the ground to an unknown 
depth. 
Experts who have inspected 
this wonderful store of building ston 
declare that the mountain contain, 
sufficient granite to supply the whole 
United States with building stone for 
200 years. 
This mountain of granite came into 
commercial prominence at the 
time 
plans were adopted for the construc­ 
tion of the $3,000,000 state capitol at 
Austin. 
The building commissioners 
were charged under the law to select 
Texas stone and were casting about 
for the necessary material when the 
owners of Granite mountain sought to 
have their product selected for the 
purpose. A geologist was sent to the 
quarries by the commission to inves­ 
tigate the quality of the granite, and 
he made a report that it was unfit for 
building purposes. The owners of the 
mountain immediately sent samples of 
the granite to experts In various por­ 
tions of the United States, and the re­ 
ports of these experts 
were 
unani­ 
mously favorable. 
The state capitol 
building commissioners thereupon se­ 
lected this stone for the big building. 
The owners of the quarries furnished 
the granite free of cost to the state, 
the contractors for the building pay­ 
ing the expenses of quarrying, cutting 
and transportation. 
In quarrying the 
granite for the state capitol building 
300 convicts were employed 
and 
in 
cutting and polishing the stone 200 
Scotch granite workers found employ­ 
ment. 
The contractor was fined $10,- 
000 for importing these Scotchmen in 
violation of the foreign contract labor 
law. 
The jetties at Galveston, by which 
means that port secured 
permanent 
deep water, were built of granite from 
this mountain. 
Large shipments now 
are being made to 
Aransas 
Pass, 
where the stone is being used in the 
construction of the United States gov­ 
ernment jetties for that future deep 
water port. The great sea wall at Gal­ 
veston, which has a length of more 
than five miles, is built of the same 
material. 
One peculiarity of this mountain of 
stone which makes it different from 
all other quarries is that the forma­ 
tion lies in layers, varying In thick­ 
ness from four inches to 20 feet. 
In 
quarrying, if large blocks are desired, 
they are taken from one of the thick 
layers. 
If smaller pieces are wanted 
a quarry of less thickness is opened. 
It is said that on account 
of 
these 
natural seams in the stone the ex­ 
pense of extracting these blocks is 
less than in any quarry in the world.

Exhibits 
in

collection 
demonstrate to a certainty that Mary’s 
wras a spring lamb, born in 1817 in 
Sterling, 
Mass., 
where 
Mary 
(sur­ 
named Sawyer), lived with her par­ 
ents. 
The lamb destined to be so 
widely known, in its earliest hours, 
was frail in health. 
Several lambs had been born at 
about the same time and Mary made a 
visit to the fold with her papa. 
“Mary," said her father, “that lamb 
is dead.” 
No, papa,” replied the Utile girl, 
“for when I move its head it will 
move it back again.” 
“But it cannot live,” said her father. 
“O, yes, maybe it 
can,” replied 
Mary. 
“Let me take it home and 
nurse it and tend it.” 
To this Mary’s papa consented. 
So 
Mary took her little lamb and carried 
it home and warmed it and fed it. And 
from that moment the 
poem 
that 
everybody knows was assured. 
The little girl’s pet was so grateful 
to its benefactor that it could hardly 
bear to have ber out of its sight. 
But 
Mary must go to school, you know, 
and so there had to be a 
separation 
for several hours every day. 
But 
Mary always said a long good-by to it 
every morning. 
Once in a hurry this 
farewell slipped her. mind until she 
had got considerable distance from 
the house. 
And that is how it came about that 
Mary took the lamb to school and how 
the poetry spoken by every chick and 
child in America was inspired. To be 
sure, the poem says that “it followed 
her to school one day.” 
Well, that 
can’t be helped. 
Facts 
are 
facts, 
despite poets. 
When Mary remembered that she 
hadn t paid a parting visit to the lamb 
she hurried right back as quick as 
she could. She had a little sound that 
she made that was half way between 
scream and song, and no 
matter 
where the lamb was when it heard 
that sound it would run to Mary. As 
she hastened homeward she made that 
little sound and sure enough 
here 
came the lamb. It looked up so plead­ 
ingly that Mary just couldn’t take it 
back to the house and so she wrapped 
it up In her shawl and look it along 
to school. 
She put it, still wrapped 
in 
the 
shawl, under her seat and she never 
studied so hard in her life as she did 
that morning. 
She didUnot want the 
teacher to look her way for fear she 
would see the lamb. 
But when the 
time came to say lessons the schol­ 
ars in Mary’s class had to go out and 
itand along a certain crack in the 
floor. 
And what should happen but 
the moment that Mary started 
the 
iamb started, too, and went right for­ 
ward and stood on the crack 
with 
VI ary. 
John Rollestone was the poet who 
!ramed the original verses. 
This man 
i t letters appears to have been a sort 


of New England Keats, for he was at 
that time not more than 17 years old. 
He was studying under the guidance 
of the village parson, and as soon as 
he heard about the lamb incident he 
saw at once that here was his oppor­ 
tunity. 


In a kind 
of 
divine 
frenzy 
he 
dashed off the stanzas which relate 
of the lamb being sure to go where 
Mary did, and following her to school, 
and about it making the children laugh 
and play, and about it being against 
the rules, and about the teacher turn­ 
ing it out, and about it waiting out­ 
side until Mary came out. 
This effort contained 
only 
three 
stanzas aud no more. Mary said in the 
late SO s just before her death, and 
constituted the poem as it was strick­ 
en from the white hot anvil of John 
Rollestone’s inspiration. 
So far as 
Mary 
knew. Rollestone 
wrote 
no 
more regarding the adventures of the 
lamb. 
It was not until several years 
later that Mary read in a newspaper 
some verses accredited to Mrs. Sara J. 
Hale 
and 
entitled 
“Mary’s 
Little 
Lamb. 
Mrs. Hale had used the Rol­ 
lestone stanzas with one or two slight 
changes, and to them had added three 
Mary survived her lamb by about 
65 years, passing away in Somerville 
Mass., at the age of 83, having in the 
meantime married a man 
named 
Tyler.

FAMOUS TAVERN IS RAZED. 


Old Bull's Head Hostelry in Chicago 
Demolished to Make Room 
for Store. 


Chicago.—The old Bull’s Head tav­ 
ern is no more. 
Its demolition was 
completed recently. A big store will bo 
erected on the site. The ancient struc­ 
ture was built more than 60 years 
ago and was the second hotel on tho 
West side, the first being tho Green 
Tree tavern, which was razed many 
years ago. 
With the passing of the old Blurs 
Head, memories of early days in Chi­ 
cago are revived in the minds of many 
of the city’s older residents. 
When 
built in 1848 the Bull’s Head tavern 
was one of the most pretentious struc­ 
tures in town. 
Its builder, Matthew 
Laflin, was one of the pioneers of Chi­ 
cago. 
The hotel was built with the locat­ 
ing of the Bull’s Head stockyards at 
the junction of West Madison street, 
Ogden avenue and Ashland 
avenue. 
During the first five years of its ex­ 
istence the only means of transporta­ 
tion to that “remote” part of the city 
was by private conveyance or on foot. 
In 1853 Frank Parraalee instituted a

As 


a litterateur, linguist, man of the world, diplomat, he is entitled to high rank. 
He is, moreover, n scientist and an explorer. 
To him the world owes its 


knowledge of the interior of South America, a sealed land until he explored 
it with a little party, of whom one brother was killed and eaten by cannibals, 
another brother died of fever, a uephew was killed by a tiger and Reyes 
came out alone alive. 


Within a year after he became piesident he had cut the standing aimy 


down just one-half, increased the public revenues nearly too per cent, gave 
the national treasury tho first surplus it had kuown for 25 years and taken 
over for the country a monopoly in the cigarettes, brandy, emeralds and 
salt. He cut down the taxes, raised the customs, opened the schools, set 7"> 
per cent, of the army at work making roads, checked disease and boosted 
business. 


Before coming to the presidency Gen. Reyes had been minister at most of 


the important European capitals and to the United States 
He has been 


the target for attempted assassins since 1904

AROUSES HOT CRITICISM 


Rev. Dr. Emil G. Hirscn, rabbi of. Sinai 


temple in Chicago, has caused a stir again. This 
time he has called down upon his head the an- 
athemas of the American colonies of Russian 
Jews by his declaration in the course of a ser- 
mon from his pulpit that the United States 
government should take steps to prevent the 
wholesale immigration of Russian Jews into 
this country. Referring to them as "poor, ig- 
norant people," he asserts that Russia should 
be compelled, by an awakening of the world, 
to keep them at home while she gives them an 
opportunity to secure an education. "If they 
must emigrate," he adds, "let them go to 
Mesopotamia, near Palestine, where a commu- 
nity of their own people is to be formed."

GRANITE MOUNTAIN QUARRIES 


Texas Deposit Could Supply 
United 


States for 200 Years, It 


Is Said. 


X 
The Granite mountain quarrins at 


Granite Mountain, Tex., are said to be 
the largest in the world. During the 
last 20 years there have been shipped 
from these quarries 250,000 carloads 
of granite, averaging 50,000 pounds 
per car. The removal of thla enor 
mous quantity Is hardly noticeable. It 
appears as if children had been play- 
ing around the mountain's base and 
had chipped off a few pieces of stone. 
The mountain covers 100 acres and i» 
200 feet in height. The granite e* 


Quarries at Granite Mountain, Tex 
tends into the ground to an unknown 
depth 
Experts who have inspeete* 


this wonderful store of building ston 
declare that the mountain contain 
sufficient granite to supply the whole 
United States with building stone for 
200 years 


This mountain of granite came Into 


commercial prominence at the 
time 


plans were adopted for the construc- 
tion of the $3,000,000 state capitol at 
Austin. 
The building commissioners 


were charged under the law to select 
Texas stone and were casting about 
for the necessary material when the 
owners, of Granite mountain sought to 
have their product selected for the 
purpose. A geologist was sent to the 
quarries by the commission to inves- 
tigate the quality of the granite, and 
he made a report that it was unfit for 
building purposes 
The owners of the 


mountain Immediately sent samples of 
the granite to experts in various por- 
tions of the United States, and the re- 
ports of these experts 
were 
unani- 


mously favorable. The state capitol 
building commissioners thereupon se- 
lected this stone for the big building. 
The owners of the quarries furnished 
the granite free of cost to the state, 
the contractors for the building pay- 
ing the expenses of quarrying, cutting 
and transportation. In quarrying the 
granite for the state capltol building 
300 convicts were employed and 
in 


cutting and polishing the stone 200 
Scotch granite workers found employ- 
ment 
The contractor was fined $10,- 


000 for importing these Scotchmen in 
violation of the foreign contract labor 
law. 
The jetties at Galveston, by which 
means that port secured 
permanent 


deep water, were built of granite from 
this mountain. Large shipments now 
are being made to 
Aransas 
Pass, 


where the stone is being tased In the 
construction of the United States gov- 
ernment jetties for that future deep 
water port. The great sea wall at Gal- 
veston, which has a length of more 
than five miles, is built of the same 
material. 


One peculiarity of this mountain of 


stone which makes it different from 
all other quarries is that the forma- 
tion lies in layers, varying In thick- 
ness from four inches to 20 feet. In 
quarrying, if large blocks are desired, 
they aie taken from one of the thick 
layers 
If smaller pieces are wanted 


a quarry of less thickness is opened. 
It is said that on account of these 
natural seams in the stone the ex- 
pense of extracting these blocks is 
less than in any quarry in the world.

It looked up so plead- 
ingly that Mary just couldn't take It 
back to the house and so she wrapped 
it up in her shawl and look it along 
to school. 


She put it, still wrapped in 
the 


shawl, under her seat and she never 
studied so hard in her life as she did 
that morning. 
She di4,not want the 


teacher to look her way for fear she 
would see the lamb. But when the 
time came to say lessons the schol- 
ars in Mary's class had to go out and 
stand along a certain crack in the 
floor. 
And what should happen but 


the moment that Mary started 
the 


lamb started, too, and went right for- 
(rard and stood on the crack 
with 


Mary. 


John Rollestone was the poet who 


'jimed the original verses. This man 
if letters appears to hare been a lort 


of New England Keats, for he was at 
that time not more than 17 years old 
He was studying under the guidance 
of the village parson, and as soon as 
he heard about the lamb incident he 
saw at once that here was his oppor- 
tunity. 


In a kind, of 
divine 
frenzy 
he 


dashed off the stanzas which relate 
of the lamb being sure to go where 
Mary did, and following her to school, 
and about it making the children laugh 
and play, and about it being against 
the rules, and about the teacher turn- 
ins it out, and about it waiting out- 
side until Mary came out 


This effoit contained 
only three 


stanzas and no more, Mary said in the 
late '80's just before her death, and 
constituted the poem as it was strick- 
en from the white hot anvil of John 
Rollestone;s inspiration. 
So far as 


Mary 
knew, Rollestone wrote 
no 


moie regarding the adventures of the 
lamb. It was not until several years 
later that Mary read in a newspaper 
some verses accredited to Mrs. Sara J. 
Hale 
and 
entitled "Mary's 
Little 


Lamb " Mrs. Hale had used the Rol- 
lestone stanzas with one or two slight 
changes, and to them had added three 


Mary survived her lamb by about 


65 years, passing away In Somerville, 
Mass , at the age ot 88, having in the 
meantime married a man 
named 


Tyler.

FAMOUS TAVERN tS RAZED. 


Old Bull's Head Hostelry In Chicago 


Demolished to Make Room 


for Store. 


Chicago.—The old Bull's Head taT- • 


urn is no more. 
Its demolition wa» 


completed recently. A big store will be 
erected on the site. The ancient struc- 
ture was built more than 60 yean 
ago and was the second hotel on the 
West side, the 8rst being th> Green 
Tree tavern, which was razed many 
years ago. 


With the passing of the old B*H*» 


Head, memories of early days in Chi- 
cago are revived in the minds of many 
of the city's older residents. When 
built in 1848 the Bull's Head tavern 
was one of the most pretentious struc- 
tures in town. Its builder, Matthew 
Laflin, was one of the ploneerfc of Chi- 
cago. 


The hotel was built with the locat- 


ing of the Bull's Head stockyards at 
the junction of West Madison street, 
Ogden avenue and Ashland 
avenue. 


During the first five years of Its ex- 
istence the only means of transporta- 
tion to that "remote" part of the city 
was by private conveyance or on foot, 
In 18)3 Frank Parmalee instituted a 
'bus line trom Lake and State streets 
io the Bull's Head tavern, the round 
irii> 
consuming 
almost half a day. 


Street cars make the round trip now 
n loss than half an hour. 


With the removal of the stockyards 


Io the south side, the old hostelry be- 
,in to wane in popularity. 


Moie than 25 years ago the tavern 


was removed to West Harrison street, 
opposite the county hospital, and had 
been occupied as a dwelling and con- 
fectionery store. The- Washingtonian 
Home now occupies the original site 
of the Bull's Head.

n litterateur, linguist, man of the world, diplomat, he is entitled to high rank. 
He is, moreover, n scientist and an explorer. 
To him the world owes its 


knowledge of the interior of South America, a sealed land until he explored 
it with a little party, of whom one brother was killed and eaten by cannibals, 
another brother died of fever, a uephew was killed by a tiger and Reyes 
came out alone alive. 


Within a year after he became piesident he had cut the standing aimy 


down just one-half, increased the public revenues nearly 100 per cent, gave 
the national treasury tho first surplus it had kuown for 25 years and taken 
over for the country a monopoly in the cigarettes, brandy, emeralds and 
salt. He cut down the taxes, raised the customs, opened the schools, set 7"> 
per cent, of the army at work making roads, checked disease and boosted 
business. 


Before coming to the presidency Gen. Reyes had been minister at most of 


the important European capitals and to the United States 
He has been 


the target for attempted assassins since 1904

AROUSES HOT CRITICISM 


Rev. Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, rabbi of. Sinai 


temple in Chicago, has caused a stir again. This 
time he has called down upon his head the an- 
athemas of the American colonies of Russian 
Jews by his declaration in the course of a ser- 
mon from his pulpit that the United States 
government should take steps to prevent the 
wholesale immigration of Russian Jews into 
this country. Referring to them as "poor, ig- 
norant people," he asserts that Russia should 
be compelled, by an awakening of the world, 
to keep them at home while she gives them an 
opportunity to secure an education. "If they 
must emigrate," he adds, "let them go to 
Mesopotamia, near Palestine, where a commu- 
nity of their own people is to be formed." 


The effect of Dr. Hlrsch's suggestion in 


some quarters may be easily Imagined. In New York men like Coroner 
Julius Harburger, Judge Otto Rosalsky, Supreme Court Justices Greenbaum 
and Erlanger, are especially Indignant. 


Dr. Hirsch Is ranked as one of the most able, scholarly, eloquejit and 


public-spirited churchmen of his faith in America. He is of the Reform 
Jewish church, and his admirers Include men of all races, creeds and classes. 
Some time since he stirred up a small tempest by declaring his willingness 
to marry a Jew to a Gentile under some conditions, and by defending such 
unions.

He found it a short step from 
his first official position to tbe mayoralty, which he won after a*warm con- 
test. He has a reputation for earnestness, sincerity and aggressive fidelity 
to his opinions, political and otherwise.

Texas Deposit Could Supply 
United 


States for 200 Years, It 


Is Said. 


The Granite mountain quarries at 


Granite Mountain, Tex., are said to be 
the largest In the world. During the 
last 20 years there have been shipped 
from these quarries 250,000 carloads 
of granite, averaging 60,000 pounds 
per car. The removal of thta enor 
mous quantity is hardly noticeable. It 
appears as if children had been play- 
ing around the mountain's base ant1 
had chipped off a few pieces of stone* 
The mountain covers 100 acres and is 
200 feet in height. The granite ey 


Quarries at Granite Mountain, Tex 
tends into the ground to an unknown 
depth 
Experts who have inspeete* 


this wonderful store of building ston 
declare that tbe mountain contain 
sufficient granite to supply the whole 
United States with building stone for 
200 years 


This mountain of granite came into 


commercial prominence at the 
time 


plans were adopted for the construc- 
tion of the $3,000,000 state capitol at 
Austin. 
The building commissioners 


were charged under the law to select 
Texas stone and were casting about 
for the necessary material when the 
owners, of Granite mountain sought to 
have their product selected for the 
purpose. A geologist was sent to the 
quarries by the commission to inves- 
tigate the quality of the granite, and 
he made a report that it was unfit for 
building purposes 
The owners of the 


mountain immediately sent samples of 
the granite to experts In various por- 
tions of the United States, and the re- 
ports of these experts 
were 
unani- 


mously favorable. The state capitol 
building commissioners thereupon se- 
lected this stone for the big building. 
The owners of the quarries furnished 
the granite free of cost to the state, 
the contractors for the building pay- 
ing the expenses of quarrying, cutting 
and transportation. In quarrying the 
granite for the state capitol building 
300 convicts were employed and 
in 


cutting and polishing the stone 200 
Scotch granite workers found employ- 
ment 
The contractor was fined $10,- 


000 for importing these Scotchmen in 
violation of th» foreign contract labor 
law. 
The jetties at Galveston, by which 
means that port secured 
permanent 


deep water, were built of granite from 
this mountain. Large shipments now 
are being made to 
Aransas Pass, 


where the stone is being lised In the 
construction of the United States gov- 
ernment jetties for that future deep 
water port. The great sea wall at Gal- 
veston, which has a length of more 
than five miles. Is built of the same 
material. 


One peculiarity of this mountain of 


stone which makes it different from 
all other quarries is that the forma- 
tion lies in layers, varying in thick- 
ness from four inches to 20 feet. In 
quarrying, if large blocks are desired, 
they ai e taken from one of the thick 
layers 
If smaller pieces are wanted 


a quarry of less thickness is opened. 
It is said that on account of these 
natural seams in the stone the ex- 
pense of extracting these blocks is 
less than in any quarry in the world.

this statement and he backs it up 
with proofs of the little cveatuie's 
origin, life, deportment and above all 
its experience in school on that well 
remembered day. 


The information 
concerning 
the 


famous animal is gleaned from exten- 
sive researches made upon the collec- 
tion of curios belonging to Mi. Chade- 
ayne. 
Exhibits in this collection 


demonstrate to a certainty that Mary's 
was a spiing lamb, bo'ru in 1817 in 
Sterling, Mass., where Mary (sur 
named Sawyer), lived with her par- 
ents. 
The lamb destined to be so 


widely known, in its earliest hours, 
was frail in health. 


Several lambs had been iorn at 


about the same time and Mary Siade a 
visit to the fold with her papa. 


"Mary," said hei father, "that lamb 


is dead." 


"No, papa," replied the little girl, 


"for when I move its head it will 
move it back again." 


"But it cannot live," said her father 
"O, yes, maybe it can," replied 


Mary 
"Let me take it home and 


nurse it and tend it." 


To this Mary's papa consented. So 


Mary took her little lamb and carried 
it home and warmed it and fed it. And 
from that moment the 
poem 
that 


everybody knows was assured 


The little girl's pet was so grateful 


to its benefactor that it could hardly 
bear to have her out of its sight. But 
Mary must go to school, you know, 
and so there had to be a 
separation 


for several hours every day. But 
Mary always said a long good-by to it 
every morning. Once in a hurry this 
farewell slipped her. mind until she 
had gob considerable distance from 
the house. 


And that is how it came about that 


Mary took the lamb to school and how 
the poetry spoken by every chick and 
child in America was inspired. To be 
sure, the poem says that "it followed 
her to school one day." Well, that 
can't be helped. Facts are 
facts, 


despite poets. 


When Mary remembered that she 


hadn't paid a parting visit to the lamb 
she hurried right back as quick as 
she could. She had a little sound that 
she made that was lialf way between 
scream and song, and no 
matter 


where the lamb was when it heard 
that sound it would run to Mary. As 
she hastened homeward she made that 
little sound and sure enough 
here 


came the lamb. It looked up so plead- 
ingly that Mary just couldn't take It 
back to the house and so she wrapped 
it up in her shawl and look it along 
to school. 


She put it, still wrapped iu 
the 


shawl, under her seat and she never 
studied so hard in her life as she did 
that morning. 
She tiid^not want the 


teacher to look her way for fear she 
would see the lamb. But when the 
time came to say lessons the schol- 
ars in Mary's class had to go out and 
stand along a certain crack In the 
floor. And what should happen but 
the moment that Mary started 
the 


lamb started, too, and went right for- 
frard and stood on the crack 
with 


Mary. 


John Rolle stone was the poet who 


'j-amed the original verses. This man 
il letters appears to hare been a iort 


of New England Keats, for he was at 
that time not more than 17 years old 
He was studying under the guidance 
of the village parson, and as soon as 
he heard about the lamb incident he 
saw at once that here was his oppor- 
tunity. 


In a kind- of 
divine 
frenzy 
he 


dashed off the stanzas which relate 
of the lamb being sure to go where 
Mary did, and following her to school, 
and about it making the children laugh 
and play, and about it being against 
the rules, and about the teacher turn- 
ins it out, and about it waiting out- 
side until Mary came out 


This effoit contained 
only three 


stanzas and no more, Mary said in the 
late '80's just before her death, and 
constituted the poem as it was strick- 
en from the white hot anvil of John 
Rollestone;s J nspiration. 
So far 
as 


Mary 
knew, Rollestone wrote 
no 


moie regarding the adventures of the 
lamb. It was not until several years 
later that Mary read in a newspaper 
some verses accredited to Mrs. Sara J. 
Hale 
and 
entitled "Mary's 
Little 


Lamb " Mrs. Hale had used the Hoi- 
lestone stanzas with one or two slight 
changes, and to them had added three 


Mary survived her lamb by about 


G5 years, passing away in Somerville, 
Mass , at the age of S3, having in the 
meantime married a man 
named 


Tyler.

Demolished to Make Room 


for Store. 


Chicago.—The old Bull's Head taT- • 


urn is no more. Its demolition was 
completed recently. A big store will be 
erected on the site. The ancient struc- 
ture was built more than 60 years 
ago and was the second hotel on the 
West side, the 8rst being th> Green 
Tree tavern, which was razed many 
years ago. 


With the passing of the old BWm 


Head, memories of early days in Chi- 
cago are revived In the minds of many 
of the city's older residents. When 
built in 1848 the Bull's Head tavern 
was one of the most pretentious struc- 
tures in town. Its builder, Matthew 
Lafiin, was one of the ploneerb of Chi- 
cago. 


The hotel was built with the locat- 


ing of the Bull's Head stockyards at 
the junction of West Madison street, 
Ogden avenue and Ashland 
avenue. 


During the flrst five years of its ex- 
istence the only means of transporta- 
tion to that "remote" part ot the city 
was by private conveyance or on foot. 
l» 18"iS Frank Parmalee instituted a 
'has line trom Lake and State streets 
io iho Bull's Head tavern, the round 
irii> 
consuming 
almost half a day. 


Street cars make the round trip now 
n loss than half an hour. 


With the removal of the stockyards 


Io the south side, the old hostelry be- 
,111 to wane in popularity. 


Moie than 25 years ago the tavern 


was removed to West Harrison street, 
opposite the county hospital, and had 
been occupied as a dwelling and con- 
fectionery store. The- Washingtonian 
Home now occupies the original site 
of the Bull's Head.
